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TERRIBLE RAILROAD ACCIDENT. 
An Express Train Filled W itli Passengers 
Thrown Into a River. 
R ea d in g (Pa ), September 19th.—O ne of 
the worst wrecks ever k n o w n on this sec­ 
tion occurred to-night on the Reading Rail­ 
road, seventeen miles from here. 
Near ¡Shoemakersville there is a curve, 
where the railroad is about eighteen or 
twenty feet higher than the Scbuykill 
river. Here, shortly before six o’clock, a 
freight train ran into a coal train, throwing 
several cars on to the opposite track. Be­ 
fore the train hands had time to warn any 
apDroaching train of the danger, the Potts­ 
ville Express, carrying about one hundred 
and fifty passengers, came around the curve 
at a rate of forty miles an hour, aud ran 
into the wrecked coal cars. 
The engine went down the embaukment, 
followed by the entire train with the 
human freight. The scene was one of great 
horrt r. The cries of imprisoned passengers 
were heartrending. 
Some of the passen­ 
gers managed to crawl out of their prison 
and arouse the neighborhood. 
Word was telegraphed to this city, and 
Burgeons and a lorce of 300 workmeD taken 
to the spot. The work was slow, and the 
dead and dying were taken out with great 
difficulty. Up to 10 o’clock to-night six 
dead and thirty wounded had been taken 
out. Of the latter some were brought to 
this city and others taken to the Miners’ 
Hospital at Ashland. 
The dead taken out so far are : Wm. D. 
Shomo, Reading; John White, engineer, 
Pottsville; James Templin, fireman, Potts- 
ville; Harry Logau, conductor, Pottsville; 
David Augustadt, Mahoney City; E. W. 
Logan, baggage-master, Shenandoah.

The wrecked train is still lying at the 
bottom oí the river. The exact number on 
the passenger list is not known, and the 
reporter, who is still on the ground, tele­ 
phones that he believes there are still 
twenty-five or more bodies underneath the 
wreck or who were carried away by the 
current. 
L ater—11:30 —An Associated 
Press 
agent just had a direct communication 
with a representative at the wreck, who 
says that conservative estimates place the 
number killed at from forty to fifty. It is 
almost impossible to estimate the exact 
number, and the full horror of the situa­ 
tion will not be known until a late hour. 
At 11 o'clock Mail Agent Grewnawalds- 
bury was taken out, followed by the horri­ 
bly mangled bodies of two Mahoning City 
firemen on their way home from Chester. 
At midnight thirteen bodies have been 
recovered. The names of those known 
are already given. Five bodies are exposed 
to view in the wreck, pinned under the 
timbers. 
At 3 o’clock this inorniDg 300 men were 
still at work, but m aking slow progress. 
Fifteen bodies had been taken out. John 
McDonough, Jack Noil and Wm. Johnson, 
of Shenandoah, and John Strauss,of Schnl- 
kill Haven, arc among the latest injured. 
It is reported and still believed that twenty 
or more bodies are beneaih the wreck. 
Nothing definite will be known until the 
wreck can be raised, which will probably 
be done to-morrow. No more names can 
be secured. The telephone office has 
closed. That was the only means of get­ 
ting the dews all night. The only reporter 
wbo got to the scene was one of the 
Eagle men, and he telephoned downneariy 
all that was secured to the Reading papers. 
Professor Mitchell, of the Lehigh Uni­ 
versity at Bethlehem, is among the injured 
at the Reading Hospital. Lawrence Barnes, 
of Philadelphia, had his arm dislocated. 
The body of John L. Miller, of Cressona, 
was taken ont at midnight. 
P h ila d e lp h ia , September 19ih.—A spe­ 
cial from Reading about the wreck says 
that George R. Kaercher, a prominent 
railroad lawyer of Pottsville, is among the 
killed. 
HEART RENDING SCENE3. 
R e a d in g , September 19tb.—One of the 
passengers, who escaped with slight inju­ 
ries, said to an AssociatedjPrejS reporter: 
“At midnight, when the crash came, I was 
hurled from my seat. One end of the car 
splashed into the river and 1 was thrown 
against the side of the car with a force that 
partially stunned me. I quickly recovered 
myself and ¡managed to climbed upon the 
sea's on that side of the car which lay 
against the embankment. I was a prisoner 
in the car, and while I was nursing my 
sprained ankle and wrist, out of joint, I 
realized that I was in a scene of veritable 
horror. Aronnd and about me were human 
beings struggling in the water, screaming 
from fright, and some almost dragged me 
back into the water again: 
A few saved 
themselves as I did, and the remainder 
struggled in the water and then quietly 
sank out of sight.”

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SCENES I» THE HOCsE. 
Filibustering Tactics on the D em ocratic 
Side to Delay Proceedings. 
W a s h in g to n , September 19th.—The fili­ 
bustering by the Democrats cf the House 
continued to day. The action of the Re­ 
publican caucus yesterday in sending per­ 
emptory orders to the absentee Republicans 
to return, had the effect of bringing within 
six of a quorum. The attempt of the 
Speaker to count a quorum proved disas­ 
trous, the test being the tellers’ showing 
that his count had been wrong. He re­ 
trieved this by ruling that 166 was a 
quorum, after he had himself at first 
thought that 164 wa3 enough, that number 
being present. 
Tbe Democrats had expected that an at­ 
tempt would be made to confine them in 
the House by closiug the doors, which 
would have resulted in trouble, but this 
was not done. Tbe Democrats, except two 
or three, were out ot the House. Many of 
them were in the cotridors, consumed with 
curiosity, but afraid to poke their noses 
within the hall lest they would be counted 
for a quorum. Mr. Holman peeped in once. 
Speaker Reed saw him and called him in, 
amid the applause of tbe Republicans. 
This was a warning to the rest, and they 
kept out of sight. Now and then Mr. 
O'Farrell came out to report, but most of 
the time the Democrats outside were ig­ 
norant of what was going on within. 
About 2 o’clock Mr. O’Farrell came out 
with a proposition which had been made 
to him by the Republicans. It was that if 
the Democrats would yield now, no more 
Democrats would be unseated. Many were 
willing to accept this, but Mr. McMillan 
advised earnestly against it, and the fili­ 
bustering continued. Membere who have 
not felt it safe to come into the House have 
been haviDg their hats hmded out to them 
through a glass door leading to the corridor 
from the barber shop. To-day a padlock 
and chain was placed on this door. 


SENATOR STANFORD. 
His Trip Abroart Proves of G reat Benefit 
to His H ealth. 
W ashington, September 19th.—A letter 
has been received here from a gentleman 
who met Senator Stanford and party at St. 
Petersburg, Russia, on August 31st. The 
writer says the Senator has never been 
more active on his feet than when he saw 
him. He says they visited all tbe mu­ 
seums, churches and educational institu­ 
tions in and about St. Petersburg, walking 
the entire distance. The Stanford party 
were three days in St. Petersburg, aud 
from there went to Warsaw and Moscow. 
From there they went to Vienna, and are 
due in Paris to-day. Tbe writer says he 
walked about St. Petersburg with Senator 
Stanford during the three days he was 
there, and that the Senator tired out the 
others of the party each day. 
Harry Lathrop, Mrs. Stanford’s brother, 
who was ill while he was in Germany, has 
entirely recovered while in the north. 
According to the programme, the Stan- 
foid party were to spend a week in Paris, 
after which they will leave for London, and 
after a short stay there will return to this 
country.

LAND DECISIONS. 
Two Cases Acted Upon by the Secretary 
of tho luterior. 
W a s h in g to n , September 19th.—In the 
case of W. St. Enchfield vs. Llewellyn 
Pierce, on appeal from tbe Commissioner 
of the General Land Office, the Secretary of 
the Interior to-day denied tbe application 
for a hearing to determine the character of 
the land embraced in the mineral entry 
and the homestead entry of Pierce in the 
Sto<fc;ou Land District. A special agent of 
the department is assigned to investigate 
the case and report. 
In the case ot the Southern Pacific Rail­ 
road Company vs. Robert Tnrner, wherein 
the Southern Pacific Company appeals 
from the Land Commissioner's ruling, the 
Secretary of the Interior says that a rehear­ 
ing before tbe local office should be had 
after due notice to all the interested par­ 
ties. and at which Turner may have an op­ 
portunity to testify in support of his state­ 
ment that he was an actual settler on the 
land when it was restored; that he estab­ 
lished permanent improvements with the 
company’s permission, aDd in expectation 
of purchasing the land. 


W ashington Note». 
W a sh in g to n , September 19th—The Sen­ 
ate to-day passed a bill for the relief of 
Charles Ñ. Felton, in the sum of $9.9.30, 
which amount was lost by him through 
the forgery of his clerks while Assistant 
Treasurer at San Francisco.

W a s h in g to n , September 19ih.—Repre­ 
sentative Walker, of Massachusetts, be­ 
lieving that a picture of tbe House in its 
present condition of Democratic depletion 
would form a good Republican campaign 
document, to-day secured the services of 
two photographers to reproduce in counter­ 
feit presentment both sides of the chamber. 
The photographer in the gallery above the 
Democratic side looked down on an array 
of empty seats, while the artist on the ma­ 
jority side, directed the camera upon a 
goodly proportion of Republican Repre­ 
sentatives. Half a dozen Democrats present 
were unaware that their photographs were 
being taken, and the Republicans were 
careful to withdraw from the Democratic 
side ail the pages and doorkeepers who 
might tend to swell tbe Democratic side in 
representation. 
Silver Noces. 
W a s h in g to n . September 19tn.—Acting 
Secretary Batcheller to-day sent to the 
Senate a communication in response to 
Plumb's resolution as to the manner of 
paying for silver bullion. It says that the 
checks drawn in payment for silver bullion 
pass through the New York Clearing-house, 
the same as other checks drawn on the 
Assistant Treasurer at New York. It was 
necessary, he said, at the time the law took 
effect to issue notes of large denomination 
in payment for silver purchased, but ihey 
will soon be replaced by smaller notes. 
He states that there has been no demaud 
! of any magnitude upon the treasury for tbe 
j redemption of these notes.

IN THE SENATE. 
W a sh in g to n , September 19th —In the Senate 
Plumb .- resolution to recommit the bankruptcy 
bill to the Judiciary <'onjm:ttce. with instruc­ 
tions to amend by makiug it apply to voluntary 
bankrupt y only, w as taken u p , and afterdis- 
cusstou placed on the calendar. The matter 
will not be brought up agaiu this session. 
Voorhees introduced a'joint resolution for the 
immediate inc rease of silver money by pur 
chasing for coinage 10,000,000 ounces of silver 
within the next thirty day». This purchase is 
to be in addition lo the amount required by Ihe 
exi-ting law. Referred to the Finance Com­ 
mittee. 
The Senate then went into executive session. 
When the doors wore reopened, the Senate 
passed a number of bilis, including the Home 
bill to disconiinue the coiuage ol S3 and it gold 
pieces. 
The Houre bill to reduce the amount of United 
States bonds required of national banks, and to 
restore to the channels of trade the excessive 
accumulation oi lawful money in the Treasury 
having been reached on the calen ar. Sherman 
said he thought its passage would tend much 
to quiet the p esent agitation in the money 
market. Undoubtedly the effect of the bill 
would be not only to "prolong but to encourage 
the national bank system. 
Plumb feared the bill would dually result in 
a contraction of the currency. While he agreed 
that the national bankiug’system, as a system 
of discount aud deposit, was and ought to be 
continued, it was plain to be seen that it was 
not long to be a system having relations to tbe 
currency. The banks themselves wanted toget 
out of the business. Co: gress could not afford 
to let the national bank currency disap­ 
pear without supplying a currency in its place, 
lie beiieved the business of the country was in 
greater p ril than for years, for the lack of a 
sufficient circulating medium. 
Power moved to strike out the first section, 
reducing to SI,C00 the deposit of bonds to retain 
charters. 
After further discussion, the bill went overtill 
to-morrow. 
The Senate bill for the protection of trees and 
other growth on the public- domain from de­ 
struction bv fire was pa- ed. 
The House bill to define and regulate the 
jurisdiction of Courts of the United States, with 
an amendmeut oi the Judiciary Committee in 
the nature of a substitute, was taken up as un­ 
finished business and went over without action. 
Adjourned. 
IN THE HOUSE. 
Washington, September 19th.—To-day was 
another day of roll-calls and filibustering in the 
House. 
The first thing Crisp moved that vesterday’s 
journal be corrected. This was laid on the 
table—yeas 149. nays 2. 
But Mr. Crisp raised a point of no quorum. 
The Speaker counted 161 members present—a 
quorum. 
Crisp challenged the correctness of the count, 
and the Speaker said that, having taken great 
pains, he had no doubt about his correctness. 
He was informed by the Doorkeeper that there 
were a dozen Democrats in the lobby. Crisp's 
motion was laid on the table, but the gentleman 
from Georgia still protested that tellers should 
be appointed. 
The Speaker stated '.ha; the question was on 
the approval of tbe journal, and a vote beiug 
taken resulted 162 to 2. 
Crisp raised a point of no quorum. 
The Speaker replied that De Haven of Cali­ 
fornia was present, but had not voted. He. to­ 
gether with the Speaker, made 1C6 members 
present, although the Speaker was ol the opin­ 
ion that 164 members constituted a quorum. 
Crisp again cnalleuged the correctness of the 
count, and the Speaker said no matter what 'he 
conduct of the gentlemen who were obstructing 
legislation mignt be, it was desirable that no 
mistake should be made, and ther-fore ordered 
tellers, appointing McKiuleyand Crisp. 
Holman of Indiana was about to leave the 
ha!! when the Speaker spied hiii aud ordered 
the tellers to count him. 
Holman then, amid much laughter, passed 
between the tellers, who finally announced the 
presence of 124 members. 
Crisp made the point of order that notwith­ 
standing the four vacancies exisring in the 
membership by reason of deaths 164 members 
did not constitute a quorum. This point was 
discussed at much length. 
The Speaker pronounced a decision with the 
reservation that if, after ca-reful examination, 
he should fiud a precedent in opposition to it 
he would not adhere. He decided to adhere to 
the rule that ¡66 members constituted a quo­ 
rum . A call of the House was therefore ordered 
and as a few Democrats entered -the chamber 
the presence of 170 members was disclosed. The 
Speaker announced the question to be on ap­ 
proval of the journal and it was approved. 
The question recurred on ordering the pre­ 
vious question on the Langston-Venable case, 
most of the Democrats again retired but the 
previous question was ordered—ytas, 147; nays, 
7—the Clerk noting a quorum. 
Cheadle, of Indiana, and Coleman, of Louisi­ 
ana, (Kepublicans) voted in the negative. 
Cher.dle moved to recommit the case. Lost— 
7 to 145. The question recurring on the minor­ 
ity resolution, declaring Langston not elected, 
the quorum disappeared and a call of the House 
was ordered, disclosing the presence of 167 
members. 
The minority resolution was then rejected and 
a vote taken on the second minority resolution, 
declaring Venable duly elected. Lost—i to 155, 
the Speaker counting a quorum. 
The first majority resolution, declaring Vena­ 
ble not elected, wan next in order and again the 
quorum disappeared, making a call of the 
House necessary, and one more than a quorum 
responded on this call, and again did the quo­ 
rum disappear on the pending resolution, the 
vote standing 148 to 4, and once more there was 
a call ordered. One hundred and sixty-four 
members responded to this call, the Republican 
absentees being T. M. Browne of Indiana. But- 
terworth, Cornell, Dorsey, Evart, Finley, O’Day, 
Ketchem, Knapp, Milllken, Peters, Sweney 
aud Wiison of Kentucky. There being no 
quorum, [the House, by unanimous consent, 
took a recess, ihe evening session to be for the 
consideration of private pensiou bills. 
At the evening session the House postponed 
until Wednesday next, the bill giauiing pen­ 
sion to the widows of Genera's McClellan, Fre­ 
mont and Crook. Seventy-two private pension 
biils were passed, and the House adjourned. 


IN FOREIGN LANDS. 


A BEAU riFU L SPECIMEN. 
A rrival of the Lens for the goathern 
California Telescope. 
C am b rid g e (Mass.). September 19th.—On 
Wednesday tbe glass for the University of 
Southern California was unpacked by Al­ 
vin G» Clark. Among those present was 
Jndge R. M. Widney, President of the 
University Bank of Los Angeles, Cal., and 
a Trustee of the University of Southern 
California; George Clark and Robert Wid­ 
ney. Wnen the lid of the box was re­ 
moved Clark tenderly lifted away the ex­ 
celsior fiber which covered the precious 
lens.The glass measures about ten feet in cir- 
cumfeieuce, or four feet four inches in 
diameter. Although it is two and a half 
inches thick in the center, and one and a 
half inches at the edge, it was as trans­ 
parent as a bit of thin plate glass. 
Ciark's hands fondled it as be would a 
baby raised out of its cradle, while he mur­ 
mured. “ What a beauty it is. No one ever 
saw its iike.” It is nearly five inches wider 
in diameter tbaD the Lick telescope glass. 
Clark says that its curve on one side is 
almost perfect, as he ascertained by the aid 
of a spheroid, but that the other will stand 
a great deal of cutting down. He has not 
yet decided whether he will have the work 
done at nis manufactory in Cambridgaport 
or put up a new plant to complete it near 
the scene of his future home in California 
New Railway.

COUNTERFEITS OF OLD COINS. 


Tbe Action of Balfour in Arresting 
Dillon and O’Brien Criti­ 
cised —Etc.

TBE ARRESTS IN IRELAND. 
Com m ent on the Action Taken l>y Balfour 
in the M atter. 
L o n d o n , September 19.h —The arrest of 
the Irish leaders yesieruay still occupies a 
conspicuous place in tbe .newspapers 
throughout the United Kingdom. 
This 
morning various explanations are surmised 
to account for Balfour’s sudden stroke. 
The commonest one on the part of the 
Liberal press is that its object was to pte- 
vent Dillon and O’Brien from going to 
America to arouse American sympathy and 
solicit American aid. Tbe Conservatives, 
however, scout the idea that Balfour could 
have acted from such a motive. They see 
iu his preseut policy a laudable eflrrt to 
prevent tbe recutrence of disorder in Ire­ 
land. On the whole one gets tbe impres­ 
sion that the¡predominantpublicopinion is 
so far extremely doubtful of the wisdom 
or expediency of the Government’s course. 
LEAGUE LEADERS NOT DESPONDENT, 
D u b lin , September 19 h.—The busiest 
place in Dublin to-day is the headquarters 
of the Land League. The Nationalist» are 
calling in a constant stream to learn the 
latest news. Dillon, who came on to Dub­ 
lin last night, is the center of an animated 
circle. No note of despondency is detected 
in the utterances of the leaders. On the 
other hand there seems to be fresh confi 
cence and new enthusiasm. Instead oi re­ 
garding the arrests as a calamity. the pre­ 
vailing tendency is to rejoice at them as a 
blessing iu disguise. Tue action of Balfour 
the Nationalists hold to have been an im­ 
mense tactical blunder for the Government. 
They are satisfied it will result in signal 
advantages to the Irish cause. 
The ina­ 
bility of Dillon and O’Brien to make the 
proposed trip to America is much regretted 
But the plan of presenting the true state of 
Ireland to the American public by means 
of speeches by leading Irish orators has not 
been abandoned. Who will be selected to 
go to America has not yet been determined. 
In ,O’Brien's absence it was considered not 
desirable to come to any decision in so im­ 
portant a matter Later in the day, when 
O’Brien reaches Dublin, a consultation will 
be held by him, Dillon and other leaders, 
to discuss" aud decide upon the matter. 
Parnell is making arrangements for an 
earlv meeting of his followers in London. 
T. F. O'Connor and James O’Keliy will 
probably take the berths on the steamer 
Teutonic which Dillon and O'Brien had 
secured for their passage to the United 
States. 
MOKE ARRESTS. 
Dublin, September 19th.—John Culli- 
nane and Michael Dalton, members of the 
National League, have been arrested. T. D. 
Sullivan will probably make the tour of 
America. 
PRESS COMMENTS. 
Dublin September 19th—The Freeman's 
Journal, Nationalist, says: If the Govern­ 
ment’s object was to stop the visit of Dillon 
and O'Brien to America, the arrests are a 
shameful confession of weakness and dis­ 
comfiture. Further on Balfour’s policy is 
characterized as a “piece of imbecility,” 
which will give to the plan of campaign 
the mo3t invigorating and exhilarating 
stimulus. 
The Independent, Conservative Dublin 
Express says: It is an imperative necessity 
to secure relief from the tyranny now exer­ 
cised by tenants. 
London, September 19:h. — The News 
says: Balfour has met Ireland's lamine ap­ 
peal after his fashion, and has committed 
an act of stupendous folly. We are slow 
to believe him stupid enough to desire to 
prevent their mission to America, because 
others are going in their stead and will 
meet with a splendid reception. It is dif­ 
ficult, indeed, to assign any rational mo­ 
tive.The Chronicle says: The Parnellite taunts 
regarding Balfour's indifference have at 
last drawn his badger. He probably in­ 
tended to avert disorder in Ireland, for it is 
unlikely he wanted to prevent Dillon and 
O'Brien from going, and to send Parnell or 
others to America. 
The Telegraph justifies the arrests. It 
says the Paruellites are becoming more 
daring in the face of the supposed supine­ 
ness of the Government. 
The Times says: The only cause for sur­ 
prise is that tbe arrests were delayed so 
long. The resolute action of the Govern­ 
ment will be eagerly welcomed by all clear­ 
headed friends of civil order. 
The Standard says: 
Prosecution has 
nothing to do with the speeches delivered 
elsewhere than in Tipperary. The coup 
was admirably managed and prevented the 
arrestees from exercising their well-known 
skill at opportune disappearance. 


two detective officers, bsve in hand one of 
the most extraordinary cases of counter­ 
feiting in America for many years. The 
invesiigation so far progressed indicates 
that a regularly organized gang of counter­ 
feiters hss been a: work for years manu­ 
facturing base old coins, plate and other 
curios. It has been discovered that some 
of these counterfeits have been manufact­ 
ured in the neighborhood of Toronto, and 
expressed to the United Stales. The in­ 
vestigation has been conducted quietly for 
six months, but as yet the counterfeiters 
have not been run" to earth. When the 
first counterfeit was discovered it created a 
great deal of excitement among dealers hi 
old coins, and the Numismatist Associa­ 
tion of the United States started secret serv­ 
ice officers to investigating the ma'ter and 
that action has so far resulted in the dis­ 
covery of extensive counterfeiting in tbe 
States and in Canada. The one-dollar 
issue of 1S04 wa9 recalled, and four were 
only left in circulation. Each of these 
c ins is now valued by numismatis's at 
$500, and it was a counferffit cf one of 
these that led to the first discovery. De- 
tecuvej succeeded iu locating several mints 
in Louisiana, and among the stuff secured 
were many counterfeits of old coins. 
While inquiry was being prosecuted, an 
incident occurred in the Michigan Prison 
at Michigan City that threw light on the 
work. In this prison there is confined a 
notorious counterfeiter, Peter McCartney. 
A short time ago a letter was received at 
the prison from McCartney's wile to her 
husband, in which wa3 inclosed an old 
Roman c iin. The letter explained that 
the coin was sent to Pete as a souvenir. 
The officials discovered the coin was coun­ 
terfeit, the secret service men were notified, 
aud a detective was placed on Mrs. Mc­ 
Cartney’s trail. He discovered that she 
lived at Tioga, 111, and had as an associate 
Dr Baker, who was n the habit of paying 
periodical vis ts to Niagara Falls and To­ 
ronto. driving to Oakville, where he sent 
small packages by express to different 
dealers in old coins in various cities. A 
United States detective was dispatched to 
Oakville, and only a short distance from 
the village, in the garret of an unoccupied 
building, he found almost a complete 
counterfeiting outfit. Superintendent BeL 
came to Toronto to follow up this clew. 


CALIFORNIA AND COAST. 


FOUNDERED AT SEA. 
Five H undred People Drowned by the 
Sicking of a T urkish Vessel. 
L on d on , September 19:h.—Advices from 
Hiogo state the Turkish mau-of-warErto- 
grul has foundered at sea and 500 of her 
crew were drowned. 
The Ertogrul was a wooden frigate, 2,334 
tons, mounted twenty-one guns of small 
caliber, and was built ia 1863. 
Osman Pasha, the hero of Plevna, and 
Ali Pasha, Envoys of the Sultan to the 
Emperor of Japan, are among the drowned. 
Osntan Pasha, whose victory over the 
Russians at Plevna gave him a high rank 
as a fighting General, had been on an offi­ 
cial visit to Japan, having been intrusted 
with a special mission from the Sultan to 
the Mikado. The progress of the Ertogrul 
since she left Constantinople for the East, 
many months ago, has been most ludi­ 
crous. Leaving Turkey shoit of mony, it 
was understood supplies were to be sent 
her to the ports at which she was to coal, 
with the result that her sojourn in those 
countries wa3 indefinitely prolonged, 
as the officers at home were uoable to keep 
their promises. In this way she lost some 
of her crew, and her officers were many 
times on the verge of rebellion, induced by 
starvation, while tbe Governors of the 
cities visited refused to remit harbor dues 
and grant other privileges of the right due 
her as a Turkish man-of-war, on the ground 
that she wa9 sailing in a false character, as 
there was not powder enough on board to 
enable tbe crew to fire the regulation sa­ 
lutes. After many adventures, only worthy 
of an opera bouffenary, the Ertogrul finally 
arrived in Japanse waters. It was on her 
return voyage the disaster occurred. 
The Ertogrul was built in Constantinople 
id 1863. She was a wooden steam frigate 
ot 2,344 tons burden, 250 feet long, 49 3 
breadth of beam, and had a draught of 
23 6. She carried an armament of twen­ 
ty-one 6-inc.h, 3-ton, and twenty 4$-inch 
breec' -loading guns. She bzd a fiorse- 
Dower of 600, and could steam ten kuots an 
hour.

Rough Experience of the Ship C hallenger 
D uring a H urricane. 
B o sto n , September 19th.—The ship Chal­ 
lenger of Ba.h, before reported, pnt in here 
in "distress to-day. She has nothing but 
fore and main lower masts, with fore and 
main yards standing. Captain Thompson 
reports haviDg experienced adverse winds 
nearly the whole time after leaving West 
Hartlepool until, iu tbe hurricane of 
August 31st, eight men were lost overboard 
and four injured. 
During the threatening weather just pre­ 
ceding the hurricane, he shortened most of 
the sails, and when the wind struck the 
ship all hands were aloft hauling in the 
others. The jibs filled and carried away 
the jibboom top-mast and tbe top-gallant 
mast, and the men were either thrown into 
the sea or landed on portions of the wreck­ 
age, a few falling to the deck injured. 
H.C. McKean had his left leg broken; 
Thomas Quinn, two ribs fractured; Seaman 
Ramon, nis right leg broken. Seaman 
Runk was hauled in from the sea badiy 
bruised. The following were cast over­ 
board and lost: George Brunn, of Copenha­ 
gen; Thomas Gaul, of Austria; Con Fores- 
berg, of Sweden; O. OlseD, of Sewden; C. H. 
Ludwig, of Germany; Charles Flemming, 
of Richmond, Va ; O. Olsen, of Norway 
and a seaman named Winvera, of Ger­ 
many. 
At 5 p. m . the wind blew one hundred 
miles an hour, and the furled sails were 
blown out of the gaskets; by 6:45 p. x. the 
mizzen-mast was gone, everything on deck 
was smashed or carried away and the ship 
left in the condition reported above and at 
the mercy of the waves. The ship labored 
heavily iu the trough of the sea until the 
t wind moderated at 9 p m , when such men 
' as were uirinjured set about putting the 
I ship in as good condition as possible. It 
i required three days.

I When the wreckage was cleared away 
! sails were set on the remaining spars and 
| the vessel kept away for Boston, the 
. nearest port. The hull is in good condi­

SPORT FOB THE JAPANESE. 


The C am p-Fire. 
If, as Warner says iu his “Back-Log 
Studies,” “the open fire furnishes the 
room,” the camp-fire does more for the 
camp. It is its life; a life that throbs out 
in every flare and flicker to enliven the 
surroundings, whether they he the trees of 
the forest, the expanse of prairie shadowed 
only by the clouds of night, or the barren 
stretch of sandy shore. Out of the en­ 
compassing gloom of all these, the camp­ 
fire materializes figures as real to the eye 
as flesh and blood, peopling the verge of 
darkness with grotesque forms, that leap 
and crouch and sway with the rise and 
fall, or bending to the wind, of the flame, 
and beckon the fancy out to grope in the 
mystery of night. 
The camp-fire gives an expression to the 
human face that it bears in no other light, 
a vague intentness, an absorption in noth­ 
ing tangible; and yet not a far-away look, 
for it is focussed on the flame that now 
licks a fresh morsel of wood, now laps the 
empty air; or it is fixed on the shifting 
glow of embers, whose blushes flush or 
fade under their ashen veil. It is not the 
gaze of one who looks past everything, at 
nothing, or at the stars or the mountains 
or the far-away sea horizon; but it is cen­ 
tered on and revealed only by the camp­ 
fire. You wonder what the gazer beholds 
—the past, the future, or something that 
is neither; and the uncertain answer you 
can only get by your own questioning of 
the flickering blaze. 
As the outers gather around this cheer­ 
ful center their lips exhale cheerful sto­ 
ries of adventure by field and flood, as 
naturally as the burning fuel does smoke 
and sparks, and in that engendering 
warmth no fish caught or lost, no buck 
killed or missed, suffers shrinkage in size 
or weight, no peril is lessoned, no tale 
shorn of minutest detail. All these be­ 
long to the camp fire, whether it is built in 
conformity with scientific rules or piled 
clumsily by unskilled hands. W'hat satis­ 
faction is there in the partnership of build­ 
ing this altar of the camp, for though a 
master of woodcraft superintends, all may 
take a hand in its erection, the youngest 
and the weakest may contribute a stick 
that will brighten the blaze. 
W'hat hospitality the glow of the camp­ 
fire proclaims in inviting always one more 
to the elastic circle of light and warmth, 
that if always complete, yet expands to 
receive another guest. A pillar ot clond 
by day, of fire by night, it is a beacon that 
guides the wanderer to shelter and com­ 
fort.There is no cooking comparable with 
that which the camp fire affords. To 
whatever is boiled, stewed, roasted, broiled 
or baked over its blaze, in the glow of its 
embers or in its ashes, it imparts a dis­ 
tinctive woody flavor that it distills out of 
itself or draws from the spiced air that 
fans it, and the aroma of every dish in­ 
vites an appetite that is never disap­ 
pointed if the supply he large enough. 
It cannot be denied that the camp stove 
gives forth warmth and with more com­ 
fort to the cook, serves to cook food of 
such tame flavor as one may get at home. 
But though the serviceable little imp 
loar till "its black cheeks glow red as 
winter berries, it cannot make shanty or 
tent a camp in reality or impart to an 
outing its true flavor. This can only’ be 
given hy the generous camp-fire, whose 
flames and embers no narrow walls in­ 
close, whose hearth is on every side, whose 
chimney is the wide air.—Forest and 
Stream. 
The .Forced D raft. 
Chief Inspector W'illiams of the Engi­ 
neering Department of the British Navy, 
has contributed an article to the London 
Army and -Vary Magazine on the subject of 
forced draft in boilers. 
He declares, 
almost in so many words, that the attempt 
to make use of the forced draft is a com­ 
plete failure, and intimates that it must 
be abandoued. He shows that with the 
present system of boiler construction the 
use of forced draft with high pressures will 
alwavs cause leakage; that the overheat­ 
ing of the boilers causes the tubes and 
stays to give way under the strains due 
to end-on expansion; and that a very 
strong draft, or its equivalent—a limited 
forced draft—while yielding far less horse­ 
power, gives almost as much speed. He 
suggested, what many of the American 
navv engineers have suggested, larger 
boilers as’the only substitute lor the forced 
draft.

The Japanese sport cannot stop a base­ 
ball owing to the formation of his legs, hut 
when he includes a pony in his parenthe­ 
ses he is in his elemeut. At the race track 
a ?10 entrance fee. with 825 added, is an 
event that draws a crowd which would 
make an American track manager’s mouth 
water, but ,’t need not. Most ot the spec­ 
tators go in for a cent or two, aud the 
pool-shed is no richer when they leave. 
The fact is these races in Tokio are given 
at a church festival. 
Few tracks in America or Europe have 
the magnificent furnishings that this Kou- 
dan track has. Stunted horses, half the 
size of El Rio Rev and Hanover, run until 
they are ready to drop under the weight 
of their jockeys. The item of weight is 
immaterial iu a Japanese race, as the 
proper thing is for the owner of the horse, 
no matter of what weight, to take the 
mount himself. I have seen these |K>nies 
carry 145 and 150 pounds, and sometimes 
160, run around a mile track and make 
fairly good time at that. But time i- not 
taken into account. The vital point in a 
race over here is to heat all the other 
horses. 
On the racecourse the Chinese ponies 
are looked upon with the most favor, and 
a race between twelve or fifteen of them is 
full of interest and novelty. They are 
vicious little beasts and have to carry the 
enormous weights they do because light­ 
weight jockeys would not be able to man­ 
age them.

T he tim e has come to leave this rem ote 
republic and seek th e w orld once more. 
T here is no way out of it but th a t by w hich 
th e early .Spaniards came— up, by zig-zag 
w indings, from the sequestered valley of 
L a Paz to th e A ndean plateau and thence, 
follow ing th e old highw ay of th e Incas 
am ong th e m ountains, to Lake Titicaca. 
Sm all steam ers ply betw een C hililaya, a 
village on the B olivian border of th e lake, 
and Puno, on th e P eruvian side. C hililaya 
is fifty-six miles from L a Paz, and a dili­ 
gencia runs between, m aking th e round 
trip only once a week, tim ed so as to m eet 
th e regular arriv al and d ep artu re of th e 
steam ers. 
T he diligencia is a lum bering coach of 
th e oldest “Concord” p attern, resem bling 
an ark m ore th an a carriage, w ith four 
seats inside of it and several perches on 
top, w hich, by tig h t squeezing, can bo m ade 
to accommodate (?) from fifteen to tw enty 
passengers. 
T he fare one way is So for 
each person. 
T his, however, does not in ­ 
clude luggage, all of w hich m ust be sent 
th e day before to the coach office, w here it 
is duly weighed and charged for a t an av­ 
erage of $3 per hundred pounds, and is 
th en sent on ahead in freight wagons, w hen 
it is not forgotten. 
E veryw here in South 
A m erica, and especially in these parts, the 
to u rist will do well to keep a sharp eye on 
liis own baggage, or th e chances are about 
ten to one th a t it m ay be left behind. 
If 
no trunks are to be found when you are 
ready to sail across th e lake, th ere will be 
profuse apologies on th e part of th e powers 
th a t be and no eud of assurances th a t the 
m issing articles shall at once he forwarded 
to your address. 
B ut don’t you believe a 
word of it, though th e prom ises are prob­ 
ably m ade w ith th e best intentions. T here 
being no check system, th ere is no way of 
identifying stray bags and boxes, and the 
em ployes are m uch too careless to be 
trusted. 
A t any rate, a great m any things 
disappear somehow on th is short journey 
as m ysteriously and com pletely as though 
th e earth had opened and swallowed them . 
Though th e start is m ade prom ptly a t 7 
o’clock, a very early hour in th e country, 
th e accom m odating officials w ill not send 
th e coach to your door, and therefore the 
m ountain m ust go to M ahom ei. 
D espite 
th e absence of breakfast (w hich you could 
not possibly procure anyw here in Spanish 
A m erica before 10:30 A. M.), storm s, cold, 
sirroche, or w hatsoever m ay betide, you 
m ust h u rry on foot, up and down the steep 
and stony streets, to th e diligencia office, 
w hich is fully three-quarters of a m ile 
from th e hotels. 
Besides th e stage there is another ve­ 
hicle th at m ay be hired for private use, if 
one's purse is long enough. 
I t is called a 
“T illbury” from the nam e of the E nglish 
m anufacturer and is an odd cross between 
a double phaeton and a Black M aria. 
A 
day’s use of it costs anyw here between $30 
and $100, according to the mood of th e 
ow ner and the exigencies of th e occasion. 
I f your need is great, such, for instance, as 
having to convey an invalid who could 
not possibly endure th e crowded coach, the 
h ighest price w ill invariably be charged; 
bu t if you are careful to display no eager­ 
ness and are only a travel-stained pilgrim 
w itli no indications of w ealth about you, 
you may get th e tillb u ry for $30. 
I t is a 
two-beated vehicle and only four persons, 
including the driver, are perm itted to ride 
under any circumstances; therefore, if your 
party num bers three, $10 apiece is not so 
bad, especially as the carriage will come 
to your door and its d riv er will couform 
som ew hat to your directions in the m atter 
of going fast or slow and the length of 
stops. 
T h in k of being w hirled over th e Andes, 
sittin g at ease in a carriage! 
W e have 
• crossed and recrossed these m ighty m ount­ 
ains in m any places, generally on m ule- 
back, ovei perilous trails: and I am glad 
to tell you th at though grand and pict­ 
uresque from any point of view, th e Andes 
can nowhere he seen w ith greater satisfac­ 
tion th an rig h t here on th e easy road be­ 
tw een L a I ’az and C hililaya. 
T he first th ree m iles out of th e valley, 
th e road is like a corkscrew, w inding 
hig h er and higher by so sharp an ascent 
th a t frequent stops m ust be m ade in order 
to allow th e panting anim als tim e to re­ 
cover breath, though eight horses are to 
th e coach and six to th e tillb u ry . 
W hen 
th e plateau is reached a t last, th e view 
spread out beneath is more magnificent 
th an tongue or pen can adequately de­ 
scribe, and one m ight travel th e wide 
world over w ithout finding its superior. 
M ore th an fifteen hundred feet below lies 
L a Paz in its narrow g o rg e ; but from this 
aerial perch nothing is visible of it b ut an 
apparent flat surface of red-tiled roofs, 
pierced here and there by trees and church 
towers and curling colum ns of smoke. On 
every hand there are b ills on hills, crow d­ 
in g close upon th e town, and beyond rise 
th e jagged i>eaks of th e snow-cap[>ed Cor­ 
dilleras. 
I t is now nearly 9 o’clock, and 
th e m ists of m orning are rapidly rising. 
As we look th e view is suddenly sh u t oft', 
so th at th e zig-zag road up w hich we came 
seems to drop into a sea of cloud. 
And 
th u s we bid adion to th e “C ity of Peace.” 
T his vast A ndeau plain, of w hich Lake 
T iticaca is supposed to be a part, lies at 
th e m ean elevation of 13,000 feet, and is 
180 leagues long by 35 leagues wide— a 
Bolivian league being nearly th ree m iles 
and a half, instead of th ree miles, accord­ 
ing to the m easurem ent of N orth A m erica. 
T he broad road is excellent, though not 
even drained, being n eith er wet nor dusty, 
and hard as if m acadam ized. 
P a rt of it 
leads alone the ancient highw ay of th e In ­ 
cas, a wonderful work, w hich still endures 
in good condition 
though 
constructed 
nearly S00 years ago. 
P erhaps th e best 
m oum ents left by those people of th e past 
are th eir earn inox reales, or “royal roads,” 
w hich extended from Cuzco, th e capital, to 
th e rem otest parts of tb eir em pire. One of 
them led to th e sea and th e other, which 
is followed to La Paz, ran along th e crest 
o f these cordilleras, th e combined length 
of both w ith th eir branches being about 
4,000 m iles. 
Says a recent w riter: 
“In 
contem plating them we know not w hich to 
adm ire most, th e scope of th eir projectors, 
th e pow er and constancy of the Incas who 
carried them to com pletion, or th e patience 
of the people who constructed them under 
all th e obstacles resulting from th e topog­ 
raphy ot the country and from imjierfect 
means of execution. 
They b u ilt these 
roads in deserts, among m oving sands re­ 
flecting the fierce rays of a tropical sun; 
th ey broke down rock-, graded precipices, 
leveled hills and filled up valleys, w ithout 
th e assistance ot powder or instrum ents of 
iro n : they crossed lakes, m arshes and riv­ 
ers, and w ithout th e aid of th e compass 
followed direct courses in forests of eternal 
shade. 
T hev did, in short, w hat even 
now, w ith all of knowledge and m eans of 
action, would be w orthy of th e most pow­ 
erful nations on the globe.” 
In ascending m ountains too steep to ad­ 
m it of grading, broad steps were cut into 
th e solid rocks, w hile th e ravines and hol­ 
lows were filled w ith heave em bankm ents 
flanked w ith parapets ancf planted w ith 
shade trees and fragraut shrubs. 
T he 
“royal roads” were from 
eighteen 
to 
tw enty-five feet wide, and paved w ith im ­ 
mense blocks of stone. 
A t regular dis­ 
tances tambo. were erected for th e aocom- 
gnodation of • travelers.

One incident only lingers in m y m em ­ 
ory connected w ith th e few hours’ stay in 
C hililaya. 
W e were invited to th e house 
of a hospitable G erm an, w here luncheon 
was served, in course of w hich th e host 
inquired of one of our p a rty w here the 
ladies w here going. 
“A ll over South A m erica,” was th e re ­ 
ply.

NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


W here rivers were to be crossed bridges 
were constructed, w hich, though sim ple, 
were well adapted for these rapid stream s 
th at, rushing down from the Andes at cer­ 
tain seasons, defy th e skill of m odern en­ 
gineers. 
Strong cables of twisted raw hide 
were stretched from one bank to the other, 
som ething after th e style of th e great sus­ 
pension bridge a t N iagara. 
Poles were 
lashed across 
traversely, covered w ith 
branches, and these were covered w ith 
earth and stones so as to form a solid floor. 
A kind of wicker balustrade was m ade by 
extending o th er cables along th e sides, 
)vhich were interw oven w ith branches of 
trets- 
Some of these old bridges still exist 
w hich are known to be over four hundred 
years old. 
A nother way, yet used in m any 
parts of South A m erica for crossing deep 
ravines and m ountain torrents, was to sus­ 
pend a w icker-w ork basket, or car, on a 
single cable, to be draw n by ropes from 
side to side. 
To these conveniences were added a sys­ 
tem of posts, by w hich messages and sm all 
packages could be transm itted from one 
ex trem ity of th e Incas’ dom ain to the 
o th er in an incredibly short tim e, though 
th e Indians of those days possessed no do­ 
m estic anim als fleeter of foot th an man. 
T he service of these posts was perform ed 
by runners, stationed in sm all buildings 
erected at easy distances all along the 
principal roads. 
M any of 
these 
post­ 
houses m ay still be seen, and as a proof 
th a t these runners were swift, though the 
course was often rugged, it is asserted th a t 
fresh iish caught one day on th e sea coast 
used to be eaten by th e in ca the next day 
in Cuzco, more th an 300 m iles away ! The 
messengers were especially trained for the 
service, 
and 
wore a distinctive uniform . 
E ach had his allotted station, between 
w hich and th e next it was his d u ty to 
speed along at a certain pace, and when 
near th e station at which he had to tran s­ 
m it th e dispatch or parcel to the next 
courier he had to give a signal of his ap­ 
proach, so th at th e o th er who was to carry 
it farther m ight be in com plete readiness 
and no tim e be lost. 
In these respects 
th e old tim es m ust have been an im prove­ 
m ent on the Dresent, for letters are fre­ 
quently lost in th e postal service of to-day, 
and dispatches going from one p art of Bo­ 
livia to another are liable to be rendered 
useless by long delay. 
A few years ago, when the G overnm ent 
extended th e Inca road beyond L a Paz in 
th e direction of Obrajes, th e work was 
begun w ith religious ceremonies, presided 
over by th e Bishop, assisted by the priests, 
th e President, th e diplom atic corps and 
o th er prom inent personages. 
In cutting 
through a h ill close to th e city th e w ork­ 
men cam e upon a num ber of crushed and 
buried houses, skeletons, household uten­ 
sils, etc., doubtless th e work of an e a rth ­ 
quake a t some forgotten period. 
A long this wonderful m ountain h ig h ­ 
way th e degenerate descendants of those 
who built it are everyw here to be seen, 
w ith faces w hich, in shape and feature, 
closely resem ble 
those on th e ancient 
w ater-jars dug from th e tombs. 
I t is 
always cool at th is altitude, and th e In ­ 
dians have a queer way of w arm ing them ­ 
selves by piling all th e available covering 
upon th eir heads, leaving th e lower ex ­ 
trem ities en tirely bare. 
T hough nature 
has provided each w ith a heavy shock of 
coarse hair, like a mane, he draws a k n it­ 
ted cap tig h tly over his head and ears, and 
puts a folded blanket on top of that. B oth 
men and women peram bulate th e earth 
w ith naked feet, th e form er w ith legs also 
m uch exposed to th e w eather, th eir short 
black trousers slit up above th e knee, and 
th e loose cotton draw ers beneath flapping 
like patent fans when the wearer walks. 
T h eir adobe huts, brown, solem n and ex ­ 
pressionless, seem off the sam e piece as 
the brown, silent and solemn owners, who, 
cultivating th eir poor farms, driving th eir 
llam as, or sittin g by th e wayside w ith 
eyes fixed upon vacancy, do not deign to 
bestow a passing glance ujion the traveler. 
A lternating w ith acres of stones are 
fields of barley, now yellow and ready for 
cutting, though at th is altitu d e th e stalks 
are headless. 
O ther fields, freshly planted 
or just being plowed, are covered w ith 
clouds of blackbirds, industriously search­ 
ing for worms and seeds. 
W om en and 
children are digging potatoes th at resem ­ 
ble chestnuts in size and color. 
T here is 
considerable snow in places between th e 
potato-liills, but as those tin y bulbs are all 
to be frozen before being considered fit to 
eat, an ex tra frost-biting w ill not m ake 
m uch difference. 
' 
Som ewhere tow ard noon we stop at a 
wayside tam bo for breakfast, an adobe casa 
of com fortable size, th e corral for m ules 
and cattle in front, all inclosed, like a fort, 
w ithin walls of adobe as high as the house. 
T here are no chairs in th e inn, but boxes 
turned up on end, with* planks laid across, 
serve well enough for seats. 
T he floor of 
th e eating room is only M other E arth , un­ 
disguised and unadorned; th e wall, close 
overhead, is a thatch of clean straw , and 
th e plank table is covered w ith a strip of 
coarse sheeting; 
but, w hat is most to the 
jK>int for hungry travelers, who have been 
riding five hours in th e chilly w eather on 
nothing but a cup of coffee, th e breakfast 
is m uch better th an m ight be expected. It 
consists of cabbage soup, hot though watery; 
beef, for w hich dentists ought to pay a 
prem ium , w ith fried eggs on top; butterless 
bread, a trifle sour, and coffee; each dish 
served w ith ceremony in separate courses, 
to th e tune of a dollar a head.

pickles, etc., and bottles of native beer, 
cognac and other liquors, for th e benefit of 
those who are w illing to pay about ten 
prices for inferior articles. 
A t th is typical tam bo th e horses are 
changed; and after h a lf an hour’s rest we 
again tuck our blankets about us and go 
bowling along tow ard Titicaca. 
On one 
side the m ountains follow us all th e way, a 
near-by wall of snowy peaks, th eir tops 
piercing the clouds. 
M idway between 
Illim ani and Sorrato, those stupendous 
sentinels th at stand one at each end of 
th is journey, rises Poto-i, so famous in 
th e past for its silver mines, whose lesser 
h ig h t attains som ething over 21,000 feet. 
It is said th at the m arvelous richness of 
Potosi was first discovered by accident. 
E arly in th e sixteenth century, an In ­ 
dian, named Diego Icualea, was chasing a 
vicuna on th e m ountain side, when, hap­ 
pening to slip on the steep ascent, he seized 
hold of a shrub to steady himself. 
The 
hush tore loose from th e ground, and w hat 
was th e In d ian ’s am azem ent to see a quan­ 
tity of pure silver clinging to its roots! 
K now ing th e rapacity of th e S p an iard s 
who had already possessed them selves of 
the country and were searching it for 
treasure, he de'erm ined to keep his find a 
secret. 
U nfortunately, however, he had 
one confidante, a slave, who betrayed him . 
So the m ine very soon became public 
projierty. and though 
during the next 
three centuries m ore th an $2,904,690,000 
were taken out 
of 
it, n eith er 
Diego 
nor his descendants realized a penny of 
th at prodigious am ount. 
T h at th e mod­ 
ern Indians are not gu ilty of th e indiscre­ 
tion of telling th eir secrets, may be in ­ 
ferred from the com paratively recent case 
of Señora Poso, who lives near the foot of 
Potosi, and a faithful peon whom she had 
befr:ended.

OBEY THE ELECTION LAW. 


tha

A disposition is manifest in several 
counties to ignore the election law in sev­ 
eral particulars. 
Boards of Supervisors 
are said, here and there, to tip-tilt their 
noses at the law, and to declare that they 
will not obey it. 
If the Supervisors of 
any county possess a patent royal to sus­ 
pend at any time the operation of any 
statute, the people would very much like 
to learn what authority issued to them 
their letters for such suspension of the 
laws of a sovereign State. 
The Supervisor who even winks at the 
evasion of a law, or who consents to non­ 
action, where the law makes action imper­ 
ative, commits deliberate perjury and 
blackens his soul with a lie to accommo­ 
date his convenience or his political needs. 
The law of the State requires Supervis­ 
ors, on their oaths, to obey these man­ 
dates of the sovereign commonwealth, to- 
wit : 
To appoint precinct election boards. 
To locate no polling place in a saloon or 
a place connected therewith, or any place 
where spirituous, malt or vinous liquors 
are dispensed. 
To designate the house in each precinct 
in which the polls are to be located. 
To appoint as election officers no one 
who is not upon the assessment roll, and 
who cannot read and write in English. 
To place no one upon an election board 
,vno. within ninety days of the election, 
has served in any official capacity in the 
count- . the city or the State. 
No" the excuse for ignoring the law re- 
7arrii.,B the appointment of election offi­ 
cers ’ 'o are upon the assessment roll, is, 
• very difficult, and in some cases 
le to get, in precincts, now limited 
to 
votes, enough men willing to 
~ 
. are eligible. 
- difficulty was foreseen by the Legis- 
rid provided for. The law making 
a. 
:y has enacted that willingness or 
u..1 
agness to serve shall cut no figure 
in the case; the citizen appointed, except 
• is ill or has some excuse good and suf- 
f ¡ent, must serve, and if he refuses and 
faiis to do so he may be subjected to a fine 
of $500 or to imprisonment in case of fail­ 
ure to pay the fine. That is to say, the 
law now declares that it is as much the 
duty of the citizen to serve on an election 
board as on a jury, or as a witness, and that 
the law will enforce election service justas 
it does jury service or duty upon a sheriffs 
.posse. 
So that it is within the power of every 
Board of Supervisors to appoint good elec­ 
tion boards and to compel them to serve. 
The law cited is a wise one—one in the 
interests of honesty in elections. 
It 
ought to lie strictly enforced, and any 
supervisor who has the slightest regard for 
his oath will be diligent and solicitous in 
seeing the law put into operation and car­ 
ried out to the letter. 
We have had altogether too much of 
intermeddling with the laws by evasion of 
their commands in the past. County and 
municipal boards have over and over 
again taken it upon themselves to ignore 
the statutes or defy them, or deliberately 
suspend them. In fact, we have not in 
some counties we could name had an elec­ 
tion in strict compliance with the law in 
ten years. There is no reason, however, 
why the full letter and spirit of our elec­ 
tion laws should not be observed as strictly 
as any other law of the State. In the 
election now drawing near, let it be seen 
to that the officers do their full duty, from 
Supervisors to tally clerks, and that the 
penalty for non-compliance be rigidly en­ 
forced. 
A REMARKABLE CHEAT. 
One of the most successful cheats of all 
time was consummated in San Francisco 
one day last week, and came to light on 
Friday. We do not recall in all the an­ 
nals of crime to be found in libraries 
anv trick quite so neat, bold and success­ 
ful. Such a tale told upon the stage in 
dramatic action would be pronounced fan­ 
ciful, improbable and altogether out of 
the question. 
It appears that six months ago a finely 
dressed woman begau to visit the office of 
a real estate broker in San Francisco, 
calling herself Miss Dick, and represent­ 
ing that she owned a fine piece of inside 
city property left to her by her uncle, S. 
W. Dick, a well-known deceased capital­ 
ist of that city. The broker, a Mr. Wells, 
took the agency of the property, but was 
unable to find a purchaser at the high 
price placed upon it. The woman called 
everv few weeks at the broker’s office, and 


finally became well known there. Failing 
in making a sale, she at last authorized 
the broker to negotiate a loan, which he 
did for $8,000 from a well-known capital­ 
ist through a firm of equally well-known 
lawyers. 
The mortgage was made out after a 
search of the title had proved satisfactory, 
and the real estate agent, Wells, took his 
client before Notary H. A. Cobb, and iden­ 
tified her as Miss Dick; the acknowledg­ 
ment was taken, the money paid over by 
the attorneys of the capitalist, and the 
woman departed. The transaction was 
published among real estate records in the 
daily press, whereupon the attention of 
the real Miss Dick, who owns the prop­ 
erty, was called to the matter. W ith her 
agents she hastened to the notary, the 
mortgagee and the broker, and satisfied 
them that they had been duped by a 
young, shrewd and consummately cunning 
person. The fraudulent Miss Dick was 
tall, lean, masculine in appearance, and 
llat-chested, leading to the belief that the 
imposter is a man, who assumed female 
attire for the purpose of his scheme. 
The boldness of the imposture, the per­ 
sistency with which it was carried on, the 
patience that wailed so long for triumph, 
really awaken admiration for the shrewd­ 
ness of the cheat. But for the old-time 
business men who have been taken in 
there is no sympathy due. They are be­ 
ing laughed at by all San Francisco to­ 
day, and deservedly so. The idea that 
anyone would engage in such a transac­ 
tion without having positive evidence of 
the identity of the person who wishes to 
be his client is incredible. Yet the man 
Wells, who is spoken of as honest and 
faithful and fairly shrewd, seems to have 
been blindly content with the representa­ 
tions the thief made and to have intro­ 
duced him or her to the notary as the 
identical person named in the mortgage 
deed without any proper evidence as to 
identity. So, too. the lawyers for the 
capitalist appear to have parted with his 
money to a person they did not know, 
and who had been identified to them only 
by the sgent who negotiated for an in­ 
cumbrance upon the property. 
We repeat, such a tale upon the stage 
would be scouted as unreal. Yet we have 
here the evidence that cautious and expe­ 
rienced business men actually aided in 
mortgaging property and did lend money 
upon it without a scintilla of evidence 
that the person claiming its ownership 
was what she represented herself to be. 
The boldness of the whole scheme appears 
the more amazing when it is learned that 
the real Miss Dick lives upon the prop­ 
erty in question and is widely and well 
known in the neighborhood. The im­ 
poster was, therefore, in imminent peril of 
being unmasked every time he or she 
called upon the broker with reference 1o 
the property. 
Really one ought not to wish for the 
escape of criminals, but so stupid were the 
attorneys, money lender and broker in 
this whole matter, and so admirably was 
the imposture planned and carried out, 
that one cannot but entertain something 
of a hope that the stupid members of the 
transaction will have, to suffer the full 
loss of the $8,000 as a lesson to them in 
correct business methods. 


THE ANTI-LOTTERY LAW. 
It is said that the anti-lottery bill^ 
which the President has probably signed 
by this time, is unconstitutional, as it in­ 
terferes with the freedom of the press. Not 
so; the law does not prohibit newspapers 
from printing lottery advertisements. It 
does, however, in the administration of 
the Postal Department declare that no 
lottery advertisements shall be transmitted 
though the mails. 
Now, it is not a constitutional right to 
use the mails without restriction. From 
the foundation of the Federal postal sys­ 
tem to this hour there have been restric­ 
tions upon the kinds of matter that may be 
passed through the mails. Lewd matter, 
dunning postal cards, explosives, poisons, 
fireworks, liquids except in certain pack­ 
ages, filthy pictures, lascivious books, and 
a host of prohibited matter of like charac­ 
ter, as well as the swindling circulars of 
cheats, the advertisements of makers of 
spurious bank notes and of burglars’ tools, 
cannot pass through the mails. 
It is within the power of the Federal 
Government to add such other restrictive 
regulations as Congress and thedepartment 
deem wise, and in inhibiting the passage 
of newspapers having in their columns 
lottery advertising, they have done pre 
ciselv the righi thing. It would be a de­ 
lightful shock, a moral surprise that would 
receive the applause of the world, if the 
Express companies would side with Con­ 
gress and refuse to carry any matter for the 
lottery thieves. It is barely possible that 
this may be done; that the men operating 
the great Express concerns will refuse to 
make earnings hereafter by doing the busi­ 
ness that enables the lottery gamblers to 
fleece the people. 


A S an F ra n c isc o man libeled a Su­ 
perior Judge in print. He was summoned 
to answer for contempt. He offered to de­ 
fend and prove his charges. This the 
Court held it could not permit in such a 
proceeding, aod he was committed. On 
habeas corpus the Supreme Court now re 
mands the prisoner. No doubt the article 
was scurrilous, and no doubt it was untrue 
and could not have been substantiated. 
But that is not In issue; the question is 
whether personal liberty is notdangerously 
trespassed upon, when a citizen is refused 
opportunity u> defend. On that head we 
have no sort of doubt. It would be well 
for California to adopt the Federal law and 
prohibit courts from punishing for con­ 
tempt not committed in their presence. 
When, therefore, a Judge is libeled, he 
will, as does any other citizen, go to the 
courts and summon his assailant, who 
can then make his defense. The genius 
of our institutions, the intelligence of the 
age, abhor any system that deprives 
one charged with an offense from being 
heard. The brazen and shameless abuse of 
the liberty of the press, all concede. 
There are many men using that useful 
agency who do so only to gratify bestial 
tastes and to blackmail and extort. There 
is another class with types and ink who 
conceive the office of the journalist to be 
to lampoon, jeer, assail, impugn and ridr 
cule; to lie in and out of season; to con­ 
coct the most atrocious falsehoods and 
palm them off as actual interviews and ex­ 


pressions, utterly careless of the denials 
of the unfortunate victims. There are 
newspapers, the 
motto of which is 
“boodle,” and the aims and purposes of 
which are to fill purSes at the expense of 
character. Decent people have for all 
such the supremest contempt—yet the 
meanest of the fellows posing as journal­ 
ists should not be imprisoned one moment 
on a final judgment, except he has had full 
opportunity to be heard and to make any 
defense he may have, or choose to set up. 


NOTE AND COMMENT. 
The Independent is the name of a new 
paper published at Esparto, Yolo county, 
by G. W. Hudson. Esparto is located at 
the entrance of Capay valley, one of the 
richest valleys of the State. It was first 
named Esperanza, then Escalante and later 
Esparto, which will no doubt be the per­ 
manent name. There is a bright future 
before the Capay valley aud the Independent 
will bave a fine field. 
The Alameda Encinal has attained its 
majority—twenty-one years. It is the old­ 
est newspaper in Alameda county and has 
done as much for the elevation of that city 
and conntv as any other facior in it. It is a 
good paper and editor F K. Krauth de­ 
serves the success he has met with in its 
publication..

The Contra Costa Gazette has entered 
upon its thirty-third volume and the pub­ 
lishers claim it is more prosperous than 
ever. 
NEW RAILWAY SCHEDULES. 
The M en D eclare Theiuselves Satisfied 
W ith the Settlem ent. 
[San Francisco Examiner. Sept. 19th.] 
At a short conference Wednesday after­ 
noon at Fourth and Townsend streets the 
Southern Pacific Company and its em­ 
ployes finally settled their differences by 
formally ratifying the new schedules of 
wages as agreed upon on Tuesday, a signed 
copy of the schedules being given to the 
representatives of the Order of Railway 
Conductors, Brotherhood of Railway Con­ 
ductors and Brotherhood of Railway Train­ 
men, one being retaiaed by General 
Superintendent Fillmore on behalf of the 
company. 
After the signing of the schedules there 
was a little informal talk between General 
Superintendent Fillmore and Assistant 
General Superintendent Pratt and ihe men, 
on tbe conclusion of which a general hand­ 
shaking was indulged in. 
A great many of the men left for their 
homes last eight, including most of the 
company's Division Superintendents, who 
were all called here to attend the con­ 
ference. 
General Superintendent Fillmore ex­ 
pressed himself as being pleased with the 
outcome of the conference, and the spirit 
and bearing of the men during the dis­ 
cussions indulged in. “And some of the 
men were very fine talkers, too,” said Mr. 
Fillmore. 
“Are you satisfied with the result of the 
conference? asked a reporter of Grand 
Master Wilkinson of the Brotherhood of 
Railway Trainmen. 
"Yes,” replied the trainmen’s leader; 
“the company has met its employes half 
way, and nciw there is no cause for com­ 
plaint on either side.-’ 
Many of the men express the kindest 
opinion about General Superintendent Fill­ 
more’s conduct towards them daring the 
conference, going so far as to say that the 
settlement must be credited to him entirely. 
They say that Fillmore, having been a 
brakeman and conductor himself at one 
time, was able to thoroughly understand 
the many little details about rules and 
wages that an official without tbe same 
experience wonld not thoroughly appre­ 
ciate. 
Conductor J. Symington, of the Visslia 
division, who was present at the confer­ 
ence, in voicing this sentiment of the men 
about Mr. Fillmore, said : “Mr. Fillmore, 
I think, deserves all the credit for the set­ 
tlement, and tbe concessions havf made 
everything satisfactory. He even went so 
far as to adjust differences on the little 
branch line, the Stockton and Copperopolis 
road, in his desire to remove anv excuse 
for reasonable complaints. Mr. Fillmore 
will be considered the most popular official 
of the company when the new schedules 
and rnle9 go into effect on October 1st.”

Lawyer Blackman, of Omaha, is in New 
York pushing his claim to the entire east 
side of Broadway, from Fiftieth to 
Fifty-third street.

Court yesterday on two charges of battery, 
one of them preferred by his wife, Jennie 
Wilson, and the other by a Mrs. Bloom­ 
field. 
The alleged assault upon the wife took 
place about two weeks ago in the vicinity 
of Second and N streets, and the next day, 
on account of the inability of Mrs. Wilson 
to come down to the police station, City 
Attorney Hart, Police Court Clerk Jones 
and a couple of reporters went to the house 
where Mrs. Wilson was stopping and heard 
her story, which was published at the time. 
She said her husband 
had beaten her 
Bhamefully, and her body was covered with 
black and blue marks, caused by his blows 
and kicks. 
She swore to a complaint 
which Mr. H art had drawn up, and said 
she would substantiate it when the case 
came u p in Court. 
A couple of weeks tim e brought about a 
remarkable change in her attitude towards 
the husband, and on yesterday she claimed 
to be ignorant of having sworn to any com­ 
plaint o ro f having made any such state­ 
ments to anybody. 
Mrs. Bloomfield, however, was in her 
norm al condition. 
She said that Mrs. 
W ilson came over to her house about two 
weeks ago and stated that she had just 
been most cruelly beaten by her husband 
in the Gallagher house. The witness un­ 
dressed her and found her body literally 
covered with marks caused by the beating. 
She cared for her and sent for a doctor. 
Some time afterwards the husband came 
over, and upon the witness refusing to let 
him in he struck her in the eye with a 
rock he held in his hand. 
In answer to questions by City Attorney 
H art, Mrs. Bloomfield said that" Mrs. W il­ 
son had been trying in every way to get 
her not to testify in the case. Mrs. Wilson 
even showed her a note from Wilson to 
this effect: 
Give Mrs. Bloomfield all the whisky she 
w ants during the day of the trial, and you 
sw ear th at she had a ham m er in her h and 
w hen I cam e in. 
Mrs. Bloomfield also stated that she had 
received several notes regarding the case, 
and that Mrs. Wilson had offered her $10 
if she would leave town. She refused all 
of these offers. 
Mrs. Wilson then took the witness stand. 
She denied that her husband had beaten 
her. She said the bruises were from a 
female complaint, and swore that Wilson 
did not strike her. 
He m ight have pushed 
or slapped her. She said she did not re­ 
member having sworn to the complaint or 
having said anything to anybody abont her 
husband striking her. 
The testimony of Clerk Jones and one of 
the reporters present was taken, and the 
defendant then took the stand. He denied 
having even slapped his wife and said that 
Mrs Bloomfield threw a rock at him in­ 
stead of his striking her. 
Judge Buckley found Wilson guilty of 
having beaten his wife aDd granted a con­ 
tinuance in the other case. 


SKULL FEACTUEED. 


A H an T hrow n F rom H is W agon and 
F a ta lly In ju red . 
John Sullivan, in the employ of J. H. 
Zacharias, who has a ranch aboul twelve 
miles up the river, was driving across the 
Yolo bridge yesterday afternoon with a 
load of lumber. He had almost reached 
the Yolo side when the mules attached to 
the wagon took fright at something, and 
suddenly started to run. 
The wagon was given a violent jerk and 
Sullivan was thrown from his seat. 
He fell backward and struck on his 
head, rendering him insensible. Several 
citizens ran to his assistance, hut were un­ 
able to restore him to consciousness. He 
was bleeding profusely from a wound near 
the base of his skull. H e was carried to 
the Receiving Hospital, where Dr. Nichols 
attended him. 
It was found that Sullivan’s skull had 
been badly fractured—a hole large enough 
to adm it one’s thum b having been crashed 
through. Judging from the appearance of 
the wound Sullivan, in falliDg, m ast have 
struck against an iron bolt or some other 
similar projection on the bridge. 
Dr. Nichols gave it as his opinion that 
Sullivan could not live. For a time last 
evening the injured man seemed to be in 
the death throes, but he rallied and at 
midnight was resting quite easy, although 
he had not yet recovered consciousness. 


CONTEMPT OF COUET.

Joseph Wild was fined $400 by Superior 
Judge Armstrong yesterday for contempt 
of Court. 
W ild violated an injunction restraining 
him from the construction of a new ditch 
within a few feet of the Natoma W ater and 
Mining Company's dam, across the South 
Fork of the American river. 
Several of W ild’s employes, who were 
arrested with him, were released, as the 
Court found that they had no knowledge 
of the injunction. 
The contempt proceedings grew out of 
the case of the Natoma W ater and Mining 
Company vs. John Hancock and J. Wild.

discomforts of winter. 
Here winter is tbe 
season when the warm brown earth is 
turned by the plow for the seed time, and 
spring, with its flowers and ripening grain, 
is opulent with the fruition of hopeful in­ 
dustry. Nor are these all the attributes 
which challenge our love. 
Here nature 
has wrought its best enchantment in the 
sublimity of m ountain hights, the bold 
grandeur of cliffs, the pensive peacefulness 
of lovely valleys and the expansive splen­ 
dor of fertile plains. 
Looking backward, we see a history 
founded in the romance of adventure. 
In 
the present, we are laying the foundations 
of a noble commonwealth by the establish­ 
ment of perm anent industries. If patriotic 
devotion attends upon our love, and high 
endeavor is the inspiration of our pride, 
they will ripen for our beloved State its 
growing harvest of hope.

Bernard M. Randolfs. a well-known 
gambler and sporting man ef this city, 
made a deliberate attem pt to kill himself 
yesterday by takiDg an overdose ot mor­ 
phine. 
The Chinaman who does tfie chamber 
work at the iodging house on the south 
side of K street, between Sixth and Seventh, 
where Kandolfs has been rooming for some 
time, tried to enter the room several times 
during the morning, but found the door 
locked. H e thought nothing of it, how­ 
ever, untii the afternoon, up to which time 
the lodger bad not made his appearance. 
The Chinaman went to the room again, 
and this time heard the heaving, breathing 
and choking of the inmate. 
The proprietor of the place was in­ 
formed and the door was forced open. 
Randolfs was found lying on the bed in 
his night dress, and one glance at his face 
satisfied them that he was in a dying con­ 
dition. 
Word was sent to the police sta­ 
tion. end officers Simmons and Stafford 
responded promptly. The officers tried to 
rouse Randolfs, but he was unconscious. 
They hurriedly dressed him, and sum mon­ 
ing a carriage, had the dying man taken to 
the Receiving Hospital. 
Upon searching the room, officer Sim­ 
mons found two empty pill boxes, which 
we:e labeled “Morphine.” 
The following 
note, in Randolfs’ handwriting was found 
on the bureau, and shows conclusively that 
the unfortunate man contemplated suicide: 
This is to my triends, in case I h are any. 
I 
am fifty-eight years old. Came to California in 
1850. 
My lile has been a failure. 
I have no 
fam ily and nothing to live ior. It is a strife and 
heart rending proposition to live, so I am con­ 
ten t to give it up. I forgive my enem ies aud 
thank my few friends. 
B. M. R a n d o l fs. 
P. ¿.—I have a half brother in Fulton. Mo., by 
th e name of W. R. Pem berton. This is the 
last. 
P. S.—I have no property In money or in any 
other shape. 
This note was written on a Capital Hotel 
letter head, and the postscripts bear evi­ 
dences of having been written at different 
times. 
Upon arriving at the Receiving Hospital, 
City Physician Nichols was sent for. 
The 
doctor ntsde an examination aDd said that 
Randolfs was suffering from m orphine pois­ 
oning, and that there was little hope of re­ 
covery. 
Antidotes and restoratives were 
used liberally but all with no apparent 
effect. 
At last accounts last night Randolfs was 
still alive, but dissolution was looked for 
hourly.

SOMETHING ABOUT EAMIE AND THE 
WAY IT IS HANDLED.

Ramie, or China grass, which has of late 
vears become known in Europe as a valua­ 
ble textile, is widely grown in W estern 
China. The London Times, quoting from a 
trade report from Wenchow, describes how 
it is harvested. 
The stems, when ripe, are 
cut down, made into bundles, and carried 
from the fields to the house of the grower, 
where they are steeped in water, and the 
hark, with the fiber, removed by hand. In 
the Eastern provinces a different method is 
practiced. 
W hen the stems are ripe the 
peasant removes the hark in the field in a 
very simple, ingenious and profitable man­ 
ner. 
Seizing each stem about six inches 
above ground between the thum b 
and 
fingers of both hands, a few inches apart, 
lie gives a sm art push downwards, and for­ 
ward, causing a compound fracture of 
th e stem between his two hands. 
H e then 
inserts the forefinger of his left hand in 
the tracture and draws the bark downward 
to the root, where it readily detaches 
itself. 
In the same way the remaining 
bark and upper part of the stem, which he 
holds in his right hand, are removed, and 
by a simple brush of the hand from the 
root end of the bark upward the leaves 
and 
stems 
are dislodged, 
and 
the 
bark is ready for future manipulation. 
By this means several inches of bark and 
fiber are saved in comparison with the 
produce resulting from the cutting down 
of the stems; and, as length of staple adds 
much more to the value of the tiber, the 
plan here pursued deserves some attention 
in those countries were the cultivation of 
“ Boehmeria” is of great «numerical value. 
This is the case in India, where labor is 
cheaper than in China. 
Another advan­ 
tage of the system is that the discarded 
leaves and stems remain on the field and 
help to m anure the other two crops.

judge must be a true fancier, 
lie should 
be 
high-minded, im partial, and 
like 
Caesar’s wife, “above suspicion.” 
For such 
judges there is a promising field. 
To be 
sure the duties of a judge at a show are 
arduous, but the remuneration is generally 
good. 
It requires years of practice to de­ 
velop good poultry judges; that alone is a 
reason why more young men should begin 
practice at once. 
A good judge can not be 
made by mere knowledge of the standard, 
he must combine with that knowledge a 
correct ideal (gained only by much ob­ 
servation and experience) of the living 
fowl. 
TURKEY FEEDING. 
A lady living in one of the Southern 
States says that to make turkeys grow 
fast, “Chop up green onions and mix with 
clabber bread, add a little black pepper 
occasionally when feeding it. 
The clabber 
should be curdled by heating, when the 
whey will rise to the top and is then 
easily drawn off.” 
The same lady also 
recommends m ixing strong liquid coffee 
w ith their feed twice a day, if hatched out 
late in the spring. 


TOBACCO ASD FRUIT. 
Tobacco smoke quickly contaminates 
delicate fruit of all kinds. A few puffs 
blown upon a box of raspberries will en­ 
tirely destroy the delicate flavor of the 
fruit 
and 
render 
it 
uneatable. 
The 
same may, in a degree, be said of straw­ 
berries. 
This is » mething which but few 
growers :iud shi| q>ers have ever considered, 
and too mu n care cannot lie taken to pre­ 
vent the n-e o f tobacco where these fruits 
are beir.g handled.

Tribune says that for every dollar he spends 
in thinning fruit iie reaps a p.ofit of $5. 
Good pay and good for the trees. 
As to the slings of bees and wasps, an 
English contemporary says : “These stings, 
though very painful, are not dangerous to 
a healthy person, unless in the mouth, 
throat or eyelid.” 
Be sure, when purchasing an animal 
that it is free from any disease, and that it 
does not come from a section where dis­ 
ease has prevailed. 
It is an easy m atter to 
bring disease into a flock or herd. 
If there is any value in preventing trees 
from overhearing, the fact that ail kinds of 
fruit trees have been free from fruit this 
season should give encouragement for ex­ 
a c tin g an unusuai yield next season. 
Stables should lie cleaned daily, and the 
bedding carefully removed, as it is an ab­ 
sorbent of the liquids, the retention of 
which results in the liberation of ammonia 
in the stalls. 
Clean floors, with clean 
bedding daily, promote the comfort and 
thrift of the stock. 
In budding the best size of the stock is 
about balf an inch in diameter, but with 
care smaller trees can be budded and much 
larger ones. 
Special care is required, 
however, with stocks of unusual size, and 
beginners will do better by working on 
those of half an inch. 
A farmer should endeavor to grow every­ 
thing possible for home use on the farm. 
It may not always be cheaper to grow 
some kinds of fruit and vegetables than to 
buy them, but when grown at home they 
wiil be fresh and of better quality, which 
is a very im portant matter. 
Mutton is increasing in consumption in 
England, which is also the case here. 
In 
England only the choicest breeds are used 
for that purpose. 
The merino is almost 
unknown to English farmers, as they do 
not keep sheep for wool at all, mutton be­ 
ing the specialty, although quite a crop of 
middle wool is also secured. 
Many dairymen make good butter, but 
fail to realize high prices simply because 
they do not try to sell to the best advan­ 
tage. The best market is sometimes in the 
nearest town. 
Introduce the butter into 
the homes of those who desire it of good 
quality, and there will be no necessity for 
shipping it off to a distant market. 
An old Galveston Island truck farmer 
says: “For cabbage, beets and cauliflower 
a heavy dressing of salt applied in the fall 
or early winter will fie very valuable. 
Much less than 1,000 pounds to the acre 
will do no good. 
The rinest crop of cab­ 
bage I ever m ide was in the fall of 1375, 
immediately after the great overflow.” 
Farmers complain of their severe work, 
and yet, while knowing that -the same 
am Mint of hay, grain or potatoes can be 
grown on half the land now used for the 
purpose, and w ith much less labor, they 
calmly keep on in the old way of getting 
small return from large acres. 
Not only 
■can a crqp be increased, but two crops can 


frequently be grown with profit on the 
same field in one season. 
One of the most im portant items in 
feeding, and one th at is very frequently 
overlooked, is regularity. 
H ealth and 
thrift are both promoted’ by feeding stock 
of all kinds at regular hours. 
A ll classes 
of stock will fret if the tim e passes for 
their meal, and they do not receive it, and 
whenever they are fretting they are losing. 
If farmers would take one good breed of 
fowls and carefully study their character­ 
istics they would make double the profit 
than if they keep trying to originate some 
new breed. 
It sounds nice to hear your­ 
self spoken of as the originator of some 
new and valuable breed, but few succeed in 
starting a variety of fowl that amounts to 
anything. 
The healthy tree is easily distinguished. 
The deeper the green color of the leaves 
the more thrifty the tree. 
A yellow color, 
no 
m atter 
how slight, indicates that 
something is wrong. 
Exam inations and 
comparisons of the trees in the orchard 
will enable the grower to easily detect any 
lack of vigor in the trees by the shades of 
color of ihe leaves. 
A pound of butter per week for each 
cow may make the difference betweeu 
profit or loss. 
This difference depends on 
the kind of cow. 
It pays to use only the 
best. 
If your cows are not up to the re­ 
quired standard, grade up the herd with 
the use of thoroughbred males. 
Never 
allow a scrub bull on the farm, even if the 
scrub cow is given a place. 
A cow may be worth §100 or she may 
be worth only §20, but the low-priced cow 
may be the more costly. 
If a choice arti­ 
cle of butter or large yield of milk is se­ 
cured from the §100 cow it will be greater 
in extent and proportionately, compared 
with the cheaper animal. 
As a dairyman 
expresses it, if a §100 cow gives §50 profit 
in one year, a §20 cow wiil give only §10 
prolit or perhaps nothing. 
In France the poultry industry is recog­ 
nized by the Government, and it is owing 
to this fact that the Houdan fowls have 
attained their reputation as the best table 
fowls. 
The French people are great epi­ 
cures, and they have succeeded in breeding 
the Houdans with full, round breasts, with 
meat tender and juicy, and these fowls, for 
the same number of pounds, will dress 
more than any other breed. 
Something more than putting away the 
seed is necessary if good crops are ex­ 
pected next year. 
The seed potatoes and 
the seed corn should be selected and placed 
in some location separate from th at in­ 
tended lor sale. 
It is by careful selection 
th at the quality is improved. 
Many dis­ 
eases of plants m ight be avoided by select­ 
ing only the healthy tubers and grains for 
seed and rejecting all th at in the least 
manner give indications of being affected 
by rot 6r rust. 
Keep the seed corn in a 
dry place and the potatoes in a cool bin. 
Take ten gallons of apple juice fresh 
from the press and suffer it to ferment 
fully, which may be in about two weeks or 
sooner if the weather is warm. 
Then add 
ten gallons of like juice, new, for producing 
a second fermentation. 
In ten weeks more 
add another like new quantity for produc­ 
ing a third fermentation. 
This third fer­ 
mentation is material. Now stop the bung- 
hole with an empty bottle, with the neck 
downward, and expose the barrel to the 
sun for some time. 
The acetous, or vine­ 
gar fermentation, will be promoted by add­ 
ing to the cider at the beginning a quan­ 
tity of mother of vinegar. 
D , not add anv 
water to the cider. 
The sweeter the cider 
the stronger the vinegar. 
For both potato-rot and bugs the Bor­ 
deaux mixture, containing six pounds of 
copper as (blue vitriol) and four pounds of 
lime to twenty-two gallons of water, with 
one pound of London-puriile added to each 
100 gallons of the mixture, wasused by the 
Ohio Experim ent Station last year, the 
vines being sprayed on May 28th, June 
20th, June 29th and July 16th. 
Blight 
appeared about 
the 
middle 
of June 
and did serious damage for the next six 
weeks on such plants as were not sprayed. 
The sprayed vines showed much less in­ 
jury, remaining green after the others were 
dead, and yielded a profitable crop, while 
the blighted and unspraved portion of the 
field was practically a failure. 
The tubers 
on the treated portions were also much 
more free from scab.

W hite lead, as it is offered to the painter 
ground in oil, is a carbonate of lead, 
called a hydrated carbonate of lead in 
chemistry, because it contains a proportion 
of water held in chemical combination. 
This particular chemical combination can 
not be brought about by immediate and 
quick chemical reaction, but must be ac­ 
complished by slow processes covering 
eight or twelve weeks. 
A carbonate of 
lead may be formed by m aking the me­ 
tallic lead into solution and precipitating 
at once by the introduction of carbonic 
acid , but such a carbonate of lead would 
contain so large a percentage of carbonic 
acid as to unfit it for use as a pigment. 
It 
is desirable to obtain a carbonate of lead 
which shall have the largest projiortion of 
lead in perfect chemical union with the 
least carbonic acid, and this is accomplished 
as set forth below. 
Metallic lead of the 
greatest purity is used; this is obtained 
from our argentiferous (silver-bearing ores) 
or galena. 
The silver being first ex­ 
tracted, having then the pure lead cast 
into pigs for convenience in handling, 
weighing generally CO to 100 pounds each, 
the first step in the process is casting 
The pigs are placed in a heavy Iron ket­ 
tle or crucible, under which is kindled a 
tire of sufficient tem perature to melt the 
lead. 
When melted to such a degree as to 
run in a small stream from the kettle, an 
opening is made by means of a valve near 
the bottom of the kettle, aud the lead is 
allowed to How in a continuous stream 
therefrom, falling upon molds so linked to­ 
gether as to form an endless revolving 
belt or chain, each mold constituting a 
link in the chain aud being hinged to the 
next. This chain of molds is made to pass 
in a lateral direction away from the kettle 
to such a distance as to insure the harden­ 
ing of the lead by cooling, when it passes 
around a pulley, dropping out the molded 
lead as it is inverted 
Continuing on 
around a second pulley, the molds are 
again right side up, and receive their 
charge from the stream of molten metal. 
These castings of lead are called buckles, 
from the fact of their bavin" somewhat 
the appearance oi a buckle in shape. They 
are made in thickness from an eighth to 
nearly half an inch. 
Insted of having a 
square shape, as buckles in general, the 
outer circumference is round, and the 
tines, as they m ight he called, reach all 
the way across aud are united at both ends 
with the outer rin, which is from four to 
six inches in diameter. 
The openings be­ 
tween the tines and the outer rings admit 
of free circulation of air when placed in 
stacks for corrosion, and the thinness of 
the buckles presents the more surface to 
the action of the chemicals. 
In fact, these 
castings are made for the sole purpose of 
obtaining the greatest possible surface of 
lead in a given quantity for the free and 
more rapid action of the chemical vapors. 
H aving now the lead east into small 
buckles, the next step is setting these 
pieces of lead in the stacks or beds for cor­ 
rosion. 
For convenience in handling and in 
order that the lead may not be pressed too 
closely together by its weight, 
small 
earthen riots are used in which to place it. 
These pots are constructed expressly for 
this use. 
They are generally about nine 
inches high, eight inches wide across the 
top, and taper to about five inches across 
the bottom, having the appearance of large 
flower pots. 
Two openings of about two 
inches in diam eter are made in opposite 
sides of the pot, and one higher than the 
other to allow a circulation of vapors ; and 
inside the pot about one-third its hight, 
are three or four projecting knobs, upon 
which the lead rests without being placed 
in the bottom of the pot. 
A corroding 
house, or bed, as it is sometimes called 
(generally built of wood, from twenty to 
tiiirtv feet square, «instructed with four 
sides and floor only, one roof covering a 
number of them), has spread upon its floor 
from twelve to fifteen inches of spent tan- 
bark, obtained from a tannery after it has 
served the purpose of tanning leather. 
Upon this layer of tanbark the pots are 
placed as closely together as possible until 
the whole layer of tan is covered by them. 
The next step is to pour into each pot 
about half a pint of vinegar (weak acetic 
acid), which fills the pot below the pro­ 
jecting knobs only. 
The buckles of lead 
are then placed in the jiots, filling them 
from the knobs to the top. 
By this means 
the lead is above the acid without coming 
in contact with it. 
The pots, all being 
filled with aeid and lead, are then covered 
with a layer of boards, which form a sec­ 
ond floor, upon which another layer of 
tanbark is spread, followed by a second 
layer of pots, until eight or ten layers have 
been set and the bed or corroding house is 
full to the top, finishing with a layer of 
tanbark. 
A ventilating flue, about four 
inches square, and running from the bot­ 
tom layer out of the top of the corroding 
house, is placed either in the middle or to 
one side of the house. 
The setting is now 
complete, and the chemical action, called 
corrosion, begins. 
The first occurrence is 
the fermentation of the bark, which has 
been placed in the bed wet. 
This fer­ 
mentation generates carbonic acid gas, and 
at the same time creates sufficient heat to 
raise the tem perature of the whole to 
about 160°. 
The elevation of temperature 
causes evaporation of acetic acid. 
The 
vapor, rising in the pots, is circulated 
through the buckles of lead coming in con­ 
tact with their surfaces and slowly forming 
an acetate of lead. 
Carbonic acid, which has no affinity for 
combining with m etallic lead, combines 
readily with acetate of lead, displacing 
acetic acid, which passes away through the 
ventilating Hue, and taking its place in 
combination with the lead, which is now 
carbonate of lead. 
W ere it possible to 
unite carlionic acid and metallic lead di­ 
rectly, there would be no necessity for the 
use of acetic aeid ; hut this being imprac­ 
ticable, acetic acid is used to bring about 
the union of the carbonic acid and the 
lead, and haviDg performed its part, it 
escapes through the flue into the open air. 
The corrosion of the lead, as above stated, 
begins upon the outside of the buckle and 
gradually works its way inward, until all 
the lead becomes converted into a carbon­ 
ate— th at is, if the corrosion is complete, 
which is seldom the case. Generally, upon 
opening the corroding house at the expira­ 
tion of three months, about 65 per cent, 
only (by weight) of the metallic lead is 
found to* have been corroded, the rem ain­ 
ing 35 per cent, of metal.being returned to 
the corroding house after having been sep­ 
arated from the white lead. 
The operation of corrosion having been 
completed, each layer of pots is uncovered 
in its turn,and the contents of the pots are 
dumped into barrows and carried to the 
separating apparatus, where the white 
lead is separated from the uncorroded 
metal by being placed in a revolving 
screen or sieve, the w hite lead falling 
through the small meshes to a receptacle 
below; the metal, being coarser, is thrown 
from the sieve into a separate compart­ 
ment. 
The white lead, now being freed 
from the metal, is next crushed between 
rolls to pulverize the largest pieces, after 
which it is again screened, the screen re­ 
volving under water to prevent raising 
dust. This second screening is done for 
the purpose of separating the white lead 
from any particles of metal that may have 
remained after the first screening. 
These 


scraps are called “tailings," and are either 
sent back to the casting kettle or used in 
the manufacture of oxides of lead. 
The 
w hite lead which has passed through the 
screen accumulates in the tank of water in 
which the screen has revolved. 
Through 
an opening in the bottom of this tank the 
white lead parses to the hopper leading to 
the eye of the millstone, where it is 
ground between two burr stones, passing 
trom the first mill immediately to a sec­ 
ond, and from there to the floating tank, 
the finer lead being carried farther in the 
floating tanks by a stream of water, and 
the coarser being deposited nearer and 
afterwards returned to the mills to be 
ground. 
W hen a sufficient quantity of white lead 
has accumulated in the floating tank to fill 
a kiln, the water is drawn ofi’, aud the 
w hite lead, in a pulpy condition, is pumped 
upon the kiln to be dried. 
In olden times 
these kilns were hearths constiueted of tire 
brick, with fires beneath and flues running 
the entire length of the hearth to distrib­ 
ute the heat uniform ly, but it has been 
found cheaper and more advantageous to 
use long copper pans wiih steam jackets, 
by which means the tem perature can be 
regulated at will by opening or closing a 
single steam valve. 
The white lead, hav­ 
ing been placed upon the kiln or pan, is 
allowed to remain there until thoroughly 
dried, which usually requires from three to 
five days. 
The white lead is now ready to 
be mixed with linseed oil, which is accom­ 
plished by the two being stirred or agi­ 
tated together. 
W hen the oil aud white 
lead have become thoroughly combined 
the m ixture is again passed through the 
mills to insure perfect fineness and thor­ 
ough incorporation of the oil. 
This is the 
last operation in the process of manufac­ 
ture, and it only remaius to pack this fin­ 
ished product in packages of such sizes as 
may be required.

IT WILL CLOSE 
TO-DAY-LABGE AT­ 
TENDANCE YESTEEDAT. 


T h e C ity F a ll o f V isitors—G rand D on b le 


C oncert at th e P ark T o-D ay by 


th e Tw o B ands. 


Yesterday was a good day at both Park 
and Pavillion in point of attendance, and 
if it bad not been for the celebration in 
8an Francisco iast week, which greatly in­ 
terfered with the State Fair for several days, 
the State Agricultural Board would have a 
good balance to show on the right side of 
its ledger account. As it is, great results 
are not hoped for, but it cannot bs denied 
that despite unfortuitou3 circumstances, 
the State Fair has proved a great attraction. 
This goes to shoTT that, with the infusion 
of some new life and new ideas into the 
system of management, the fairs will be­ 
come great attraction? as the years paes by 
and 
or* aHeU'.loa 
develop- 


"iuen't of the State’s great resources. 
To-day will be the closing one of the 
present exposition, and thousands will 
leave the city within the next twenty-four 
hours with recollections of two weeks 
pleasantly and profitably spend in Sacra­ 
mento. 
There will no doubt be a large attendance 
at the Pavilion this evening, as is usual on 
the closing night, many interior people 
who can only spare one or two days for the 
purpose of attending the fair defering their 
visits until the last day or two. 
The music of Liberati’s Band last even­ 
ing was a source of much pleasure to hun­ 
dreds who attended the fair. Many did 
not leave their seats near the music-stand 
during the entire evening. Miss Parepa’s 
soprano solo was warmly applauded, as 
indeed were all the numbers on the pro­ 
gramme. 
A delegation of Directors of the Me­ 
chanics’ Institute, San Francisco, came up 
from San Francisco last evening to attend 
the fair. They were escorted through the 
Pavilion by Secretary Smith and seemed to 
be greatly pleased with what they saw. 


SEEDLESS OBArES. 
In the Pavilion, on the main floor, north 
of the band stand, is to be seen an exhibit 
that we concede to be of more than usual 
importance and accord it notice for its great 
and suggestive value to the producers of 
California. 
In any country where grapes dry on the 
Ecañold before the nights set in when the 
air becomes humid, there is a capability 
that means wealth to the land. In several 
eection9 of interior California, where the 
grape giows well, there is just that favora­ 
ble condition, for dried grapes are in im ­ 
mense demand, a demand that is constant­ 
ly augmenting. An order came recently 
from France to San Francisco for 1,000 tons 
of Zante currants, that is to 6ay, dried 
grapes of 
the seedless variety. 
These 
grapes are used largely for wine making, 
and the use is growing immensely, indeed 
is unlim ited and will continue to be. 
If 
we can dry grapes and make wine from the 
' ‘seedless,’' we wiil develop an im portant 
industry. It is prosecuted to some extent 
here now, but scarcely at all compared to 
w hat the future will show. 
J. P. Onstott, of Yuba City, is growing 
what is known as the Thompson seedless 
grape, and it is this to which we refer as 
shown in the Pavilion. It is the result of 
persistent and careful culture to produce 
a seedless grape superior to the Sultana 
and adapted to all the uses for which the 
¿ante currant is in demand. In 1878 Mr. 
Thompson at Y'uba City began his experi­ 
ments with three crape cuttings received 
from Rochester, íiew York. He grafted 
them with old vines but omy one grew. 
Mr. Ongtott says: "I got a few cuttings from 
him which I grafted and extended the cul­ 
ture so soon as I perceived the merits of 
the fruit. As the grapts seemed to be un­ 
known, the Sutter County Horticultural 
Society named it the ‘Thompson Seedless.’ ” 
He adds: 
‘This grape will take the 
place of the dirty Corinth grape, known as 
the currant of commerce. It is larger than 


the flower of the arm y of the King of Da­ 
homey, but it involves no element oí grace­ 
ful or even skillful riding on the part of 
ladies. The person with the strongest 
arm, the best aim and the gentlest horse 
has all the advantage, and all the grace 
and skill that is possible in equestrianism 
would avail nothing against such odds. 
Only a few of the ladies succeeded in 
m aking a double score, Miss Bradley being 
the only one who captured both rings at 
each tilt. 
Then the lumbering bar was brought out 
to do service as a hurdle. After the nar­ 
row escape that one of the riders had last 
week from a serious and perhaps fatal acci­ 
dent, several of the Directors expressed 
themselves as opposed to hurdle-jumping 
iu the future, and just why that feature 
was introduced yesterday is another mys­ 
tery that remains unexplained. 
It came near being a di?ma¿ failure. 
There were only two or three of the horses 
that had the faintest knowledge of what 
was required of them, and with these ex­ 
ceptions, the m anner 
in 
which 
they 
jammed their shins against the bar, or 
balked and refused to take it, elicited no 
little Uughter among the spectators. The 
idea of a horse being sent at a hurdle with 
hia nose so high in the air that he cannot 
see the thing Í9 simply absurd, to say noth­ 
ing of the daneer of breaking his neck, as 
well as that o n w rider. 
, 
Tuere áre many uetter ways in w hicl 
ladies may display their skill in horseman­ 
ship and if grace in the saddle is to count 
for anything, the hurdle and the tilting 
should be relegated to obscurity. 
If the Directors of the fair mu9t have an 
exhibition of hurdle-leaping by ladies on 
horseback, they should give special prizes 
therefor, and only those who had prac­ 
ticed it, and had horses trained to jum p, 
should be allowed to compete. 
After the ladies had ridden up and down 
the track before the judges, they were 
called before the stand ana the awards of 
prizes announced as follows: 
First prize, $60—Miss Lemay of Sacra­ 
mento. 
Second, $45—Mrs. J. M. Collier. 
Third, $35—Mrs. B. C. Trefry. 
Fourth, $25—Miss Grace Dixon. 
Fifth, $20—Miss M»y Foss. 
Sixth, $1'5—Miss Anna Kemler. 
Seventh—Mrs. W. A. Stephenson. 
Eighth—Miss Laura Aubertus. 
The prizes awarded to the little girls 
were as follows: 
First and second, $55—Divided between 
Effie Klemp and Miss Bradley. 
Third, $20—Mabel Foy, aged ten years. 
Fourth, $15—Bessie Quarles. 
Fifth, $10— Miss Logan. 
The special prize of $50 for the most 
skillful rider was awarded to Miss Lemay. 
It is but fair to state that the decision of 
the judges did not in all respects coincide 
witti that of the spectators. 


YESTERDAY'S 
RACES. 


T w o Mut of F ive SlafhiD g R aces W on by 
th o rt-en d ers. 
Yesterday’s attendance at the Park was 
the largest of the week. The stands were 
literally packed with people, and so dense 
was the crowd beneath that it was with 
difficulty one could get through. A gentle 
breeze sprang up in the afternoon, making 
quite comfortable what would otherwise 
have been a very warm day. The musical 
honors of/the day were divided between 
the Liberati and First Artillery Bands, the 
latter playing in the special stand. The 
feature of this portion of the day’s attrac­ 
tions was a cornet solo by Signor Liberati. 
Both bands were heartily cheered. 
The judges of the day were Directors 
Green, La Rue and Cox. 


FIRST BA I E. 
The first event of the afternoon was the 
California Running Stake, for two-year- 
olds, one mile 
The starters were Conrad 
Lodowic and Mero. In the pools Conrad 
brought $40 to $26 for the other two as a 
field. 
Conrad hed the best of the start, and led 
at the quarter by a length, the other two 
being on even terms. Going up the stretch 
Lodowic took second place, and at the halt 
was still a length behind Conrad, Mero be­ 
ing two open lengths in the rear. On the 
far turn Lodowic closed on Conrad, and 
from the head of the stretch to the wire it 
was a whipping race between them. Con­ 
rad won by a short head, Mero thirty yards 
in the rear.

It is per­ 
fectly seedless. In drying !3 27 pounds of 
ripe grapes makes one pound of raisins; 
and it drys rapidly as well in a room and 
shade as in the sun. Moreover, it does not 
barn on the vine.” 
The vines were planted eight feet apart 
and pruned to a lone spur, tied to stakes 
and received the usual culture and are not 
irrigated. 
"The product of the first vine which took 
the graft, I have weighed for four years 
with the following result: First year, 50 
pounds; second year, 68 pounds; 
third 
year, 70 pounds, and fourth ; ear, 109 
pounds; making an average for each year 
74} pounds. 
In 1889 this vine was pruned 
to short spur, by mistake, and only pro­ 
duced 15 pounds. Iu 1888, nine vines pro­ 
duced an average of 89 pounds each. In 
1889 the vines were pruned short for cut­ 
tings, and twelve vines 
produced 
361 
pounds, an average of 30 pounds of grapes. 
Even the latter yield is sufficient to satisfy 
the most exacting. The economical hand­ 
ling of this grape m ust command growers. 
It can be stemmed at once by machinery, 
does not need to be faced in packing and 
can be put on the m arket either in sacks or 
boxes.” 
The exhibit in the Pavilion fully bears 
out the claims Onstott makes for the new 
raisin which it would seem is to become 
the leading culinary raisin of the age, and 
California ü going to produce it better and 
in larger volume than any other locality.

P r e s id e n tia l S u c c e s s io n . 
Under the law enacted about four years 
ago the succession to the Presidency in 
the case of the death, resignation or in­ 
ability of the President or Vice-President 
to serve, falls to the Cabinet, beginning 
with the Secretary of State, and in thia 
order, taking in the Secretary of the 
Treasury, the Secretary of War, Attorney- 
General, Postinaster-General, Secretary of 
the Navy and Secretary of the Interior. 
That is to say, the Secretary of State, if 
there be any at the time, acts as President, 
but if there be none, the Secretary of the 
Treasury comes to the front, and so os. 
The law applies, however, only to Cabinet 
officers who have been confirmed by the 
Senate, and who, under the Constitution, 
are eligible to the Presidency.

I t ia one of the problems with which a 
man may occupy his mind when, to speak 
paradoxically, he wishes to be unoccupied, 
what fcecomes of all the manuscripts which 
are rejected by the publishers. 
There 
must be an enormous quantity of them 
somewhere, 
a professional reader told me 
once that out of the manuscript books 
which he had read there were not five per 
cent, which ever were published by the 
firm he read for or by any other ; and his 
estimate ia rather a generous one, since 
there are ao many books th at are too obvi- 
m ulj bad ever to go to a reader at all. 
What is done with the battered and 
shabby manuscript which, after it has 
gone from publisher to publisher, has been 
read to all the sympathizing friends who 
are available as audience, and been sub­ 
mitted to the im partial criticism of the 
author’s dearest friends again and again ? 
Of course there must be instances where 
the heroic measures, which are so charac­ 
teristic of, or rather in, romance, are fol­ 
lowed, and the ill-starred but genius- 
fraught manuscript is given to the devour­ 
ing flamea ; but it is to be feared that these 
cases are less frequent than they should be. 
Probably in most cases the parcel of shabby 
sheets continues to get shabbier, the leaves 
in time become separated and now and 
then lost, and in th? end, when the author 
has gone on a visit in house-cleaning time, 
or has removed to another home, or per­ 
haps has quitted this unsatisfactory world 
altogether, 
some 
unsym pathetic 
hand 
pitches the inglorious and dingy bundle 
into the ash barrel or into the kitchen 
stove. 
It is one of those things which one 
could easily sentimentalize over, but who­ 
ever takes the trouble to think the thing 
out carefully, is likely to reflect that, after 
all, the author is not to be pitied. 
H e 
has his enjoyment in the writing of the 
book; in the anticipations of its success, 
and in the joy of literary composition, 
which for one so minded is one ot' the 
moat delightful things in the world. T hat 
he haa afterward to pay for this in the dis­ 
appointments of the failure of his work is 
only a part of that scheme of adjustment 
and compensation of which life is so large­ 
ly made up. 
H e should remember that 
he haa at least had his fun, as the chil­ 
dren wonld say, and he should not be­ 
grudge the vexation by which he has to 
pay for it afterward. 
The only wise a tti­ 
tude for the young author is that he is 
writing as an exercise in composition to 
fit him for future work, or that he is w rit­ 
ing for the simple pleasure of composing. 
Then any profit or pleasure that may come 
afterward is so much d ear gain—-lrfo 
B ata in September Hook Buyer.
